"KCNA' STATEMENT SCORES WARNING BY SOUTH KOREAN DEFENSE MINISTER

[Text] The KCNA has been authorized to issue the following statement: 


Strange enough, these days the South Korean rulers [tongchibaedul] have 
fabricated a series of infiltration incidents and are viciously kicking 
up an anticommunist racket against us. 


On 27 March the South Korean puppet defense minister released a so-called 
warning in which he used such extremely provocative words against us as 
crush [punshwae] and punishment [ungjing]. This is an act as brazen as 
a thief turning on the owner. 


Reality proves that the armed infiltration incidents which took place in 
South Korea recently are all of the puppets own making. The armed vessel 
alleged by the South Korean rulers to have been sunk off the coast of 
Pohang on the dawn of 25 March was, in fact, a South Korean fishing boat 
and the armed personnel they allegedly killed were also South Korean 
fishermen. The armed infiltration incident claimed by them to have 
occurred at an estuary of the Han River was merely an incident involving 
the South Korean puppet army. 


The truth about the fraudulent incidents fabricated by the South Korean 
puppets becomes more naked with the armed infiltration incident which they 
claimed to have occurred in a central frontline area. Around 1500 hours 
that day at a spot south of the demilitarized zone [DMZ] in a central 
frontline area, a shooting incident took place between the posts of the 
puppet army, resulting in casualties. Thus they made a fuss of carrying 
away the dead. 


So as to link the shooting incident to us, the South Korean puppets, at 
around 1900 hours--several hours after the incident--carried out a military 
provocation by firing several hundred bullets and artillery shells 
[chongpotan] at our posts. 





This is che truth about the so-called armed infiltration incident which 
Allegedly occurred in a central front line area, 


All the facts clearly show that the anticommunist racket the South Korean 
puppets are kicking up against us are sheer fabrications, having nothing 
to do with us. These are merely fictions of their own making. 


The South Korean puppets responsible for the incidents and the provocation 
speak about a warning against someone and about the threat of invasion 
from the north. This is purely ridiculous. 


It is none other than the South Korean rulers themselves--the ones cooking 
up the fabrications--who heighten tension in our country, promoting 
antagonism and confrontation. 


They are endlessly kicking up a reckless war hysteria, slandering our efforts 
for providing new contacts between the north and the south and for achieving 
the independent and peaceful reunification of the country by terming them 

as a pseudo-peace offensive and a tactic to communize the south. 


This year alone, the South Korean rulers have been threatening us--the other 
party to the dialog--continuously conducting various military exercises, 
under the command of the U.S. troops, including Magex-80, a joint ROK-U.S. 
logistics supply air exercise and Team Spirit 80. 


The armed infiltration incidents fabricated by the South Korean rulers are 
part of such military moves and are a product of their political scheme to 
justify the criminal war rackets. 


In this situation, who should issue a warning to whom, if a warning is to 
be made? 


In the first place, the South Korean authorities are not in a position to 
issue a warning to someone and there is no one who will be frightened by 
their reckless words such as a warning or something. 


This act by the South Korean authorities only heightens tension in our 
country and throws cold water over the contacts and dialog between the 
north and the south. 


To justify the falsity of the nonexistent threat of invasion from the north, 
the South Korean rulers are staging fabricated dramas everywhere, cooking 
up new fabrications by the tens and hundreds. They should know that they 
can gain nothing from this. 


If the South Korean authorities continue the clumsy [chollyolhago] and 
indecent [chomjanchimokhan] acts creating an obstacle to the contacts and 
dialog between the north and the south and running counter to the cause of 
the reunification of the country, this will not be beneficial even to 
themselves.

[Text] Pyongyang March 31 (KCNA)--NODONG SINMUN March 31 in a signed 
article headlined "Contact Between the Premiers of the North and the 

South Should Be Realized at an Early Date" says: If the south side truly 
wants the premiers contact, it should create a favourable climate for 
dialogue from a patriotic stand for reunification and approach it honestly. 


The article points out that at the contact of working-level delegates for 
making arrangements for a contact between the premiers of the north and 
the south, our side has made all sincere efforts and showed a broad- 
minded attitude for success of the contact out of a sincere Wesire to 
realise reunification through collaboration and unity. 


But the south side employed a delaying tactics, insisting on an untenable 
argument over a simple matter and obstructed an agreement by every means, 
the article says. 


Noting that the course of the four rounds of the contact of working-level 
delegates showed differences in attitude of the north and the south toward 
the dialogue and contact, the article stresses: This was manifest in the 
discussion of the venue of the premiers contact. 


Our side proposed to hold the premiers contact alternatively’ in Pyongyang 
and Seoul, but the south side insisted on holding it in Switzerland, a 
third country, the article notes, and says: As a matter of fact, the 
assertion of the south side was an impediment to the progress of the 
contact. 


When the south side found it impossible to reject our just assertion on 
the venue of the premiers contact, it withdrew its insistence on holding 
it in a third country and agreed to our new proposal to have it in 
Panmunjom. 


Noting that the different stands of the two sides in the premiers contact 
are to be seen also in the problem of the agenda, the article continues: 











A contact between the premiers c. the north and the south is one between 
high-ranking persons. It is not talks between delegates of two different 
countries but a contact within one nation, between brothers, who are 
artificially separated; it is not a contact for fixing the division but 

one for jointly finding the way to reunification. The problem of the 
agenda of the premiers contact should be decided by the premiers themselves 
at their meeting in accordance with such nature and purpose of the premiers 
contact. This is most effective and reasonable. There is no need to 
detine beforehand the problems to be discussed at the premiers contact and 
define the scope and contents of consultation. 


However, as shown by the course of the contact, the south side is insisting 
on deciding the agenda beforehand at the contact of working-level delegates, 
thereby deliberately complicating the discussion of this problem. 


Out of an earnest desire to bring the contact of working-level delegates 
to an early conclusion and realize the premiers contact speedily in 
conformity with the aspiration of the entire fellow countrymen, our side 
made a concession with good faith and tolerance and put forward the agenda 
item on "promoting the independent and peaceful reunification of the 
country through north-south collaboration and unity in all fields." 


The single agenda item put forward by our side clearly indicates the general 
goal and direction of the premiers contact and comprehensively points to 
ways for its realisation. 


It accords with the nature and original purport of the premiers contact and 
fully conforms with the mission and duty of the contact of working-level 
delegates to make the agenda simple and comprehensive. 


Reflected in our agenda are an honest stand and desire to overcome the 
artificial difficulties created by the south side, successfully promote 
the contact and arrange at an early date the meeting of the premiers of 
both sides. 


But, as is clear in its contents, the agenda brought forward by the south 
side is not comprehensive but is too detailed. This makes it difficult 
to reach an agreement and does not accord with the nature of the prem‘ers 
contact and the aim of reunification. 


The unjust agenda put forward by the south side proceeded not from a sincere 
desire to arrange a contact between the two sides. It is designed to 
indefinitely drag on the contact of working-level delegates by epee 
complex problems before the talks. 


As an agreement was reached at last on the problem of the venue of the 
premiers contact thanks to our earnest and sincere efforts, the premiers 
contact must not be delayed because of the remaining problem, the problem 
of the agenda. 

















The article points out that while repeating untenable assertions acceptable 
to no one at the dialogue, the south side is committing very indiscreet 
acts behind the curtain of the dialogue to lay an obstacle in its way. 


It refers to the fact that the south side is staging war exercises against 
us one after another, spreading the lie about fictitious "threat of 
southward invasion" from the north, slandering our proposal for peaceful 
reunification as a "camouflaged peace offensive," and even staged the 

drama of the so-called infiltration of "armed spying" and "armed spy ship." 





All these provocative military exercises and manoeuvres of the south side 
against us becloud the atmosphere of the dialogue and throw cold water 
over it, the article remarks, and says:

[Text] According to a news report from Seoul, a sit-in demonstration 
struggle launched »y more than 400 students of Myongji University in 

Seoul at about 140. hours on 28 March to form an independent General 

Students Association r ‘dly expanded to more than 1,500 people when 

additional students sub. yuently joined in. 


Convening an emergency meeting of those faculty members in charge of 
academic affairs, the university authorities called for the resignation 
of the chief of the Student Affairs Department, who took the lead in 
opposing the direct election of the chairman of the General Students 
Association. The university authorities informed the students of this 
decision, but dissatisfied with the decision, the students directed their 
struggle toward opposing the authorities of the Financial Directors 
Council of the university and government-patronized professors who have 
tried to check the democratization of the campus. 


When government-patronized professors, ignoring the ju&St demand of the 
students, tried to pacify the struggle, some of the students engaged in 

the sit-in demonstration struggle on the campus committed acts of 

violence [pokyok]. Occupying the office of the chairman of the Financial 
Directors Council, they resolutely demanded guarantees for the direct 
election of the chairman of the General Student Association, the resigna- 
tion of the chairman of the Financial Directors Council, the voluntary 
withdrawal of government-patronized professors and freedom of the press 

on campus. The students occupying the office of the chairman of the 
Financial Directors Council staged a sit-in demonstration struggle overnight. 


The flames of the struggle spread to Chungang University in Seoul on that 
day. More than 100 students of that university staged a sit-in demonstra- 
tion struggle demanding the withdrawal of outrageous professors [pokyok 
kyosu]. According to a news report, the authorities, feeling uneasy about 
the development of the active advance by students, closed the Myongji 
University on 29 March, suspending classes indefinitely.

CORRUPT OFFICIALS ARRESTED--A total of 65 government officials have been 
placed in custody and 74 others booked without physical detention by the 
prosec:tion in a nationwide, intensive drive against corrupt officials 
since the beginning of the month. A spokesman for the Office of the 
Prosecutor General said yesterday that the prosecution drive would be con- 
tinued "indefinitely" since some officials were attempting to make fortunes 
amidst loosened discipline in officialdom during the period of government 
transition. Among the 65 arrested, 21 are from central government offices 
and the Seoul City administration. Fifty-three of the totai are working- 
level officials lower than fourth grade, according to the prosecution. 
Their suspected crimes included leakage of city planning secrets in Seoul 
and Songnam cities, illegai issuance of electricity business licenses 

from the Energy-Resources Ministry, and forced sales of insecticides at 

the Agriculture-Fisheries Ministry. The spokesman explained that most of 
the corrupt cases came to light after President Choe Kyu-ha and the martial 
law command called for strict control of officials involved in wrongdoings 
in disregard of their ranks and positions.

CAMPUS TURMOIL--Seoul April 2 OP-KYODO--Campus turmoil, which seemed to 
have subsided last weekend, flared up again Tuesday at 14 Korean colleges 
and universities. Some 500 students at Seouls Kyunghee University rallied 
in front of the schools main building to demand the resignation of the 
university president and the ouster of professors favored by the government 
of the late president Pak Chong-hui. The students argued that University 
President Chour Young Seek had run the school for business purposes, rather 
than as an educational institution, They also called for the .einstatement 
of Prof. Kim Wu-chong ousted from his post because of political activities. 
In Kwangju, capital of South Cholla Province, some 300 medical students at 
Chosun University rallied to demand the resignation of the university presi- 
dent and the employment of more professors teaching basic medical science. 
The students ended their rally, however, after their representatives met 
with the school authorities ‘n the afternoon. Students at 10 other colleges 
and universities across the country also staged sit-in rallies, calling 

for campus autonomy and the resignation of government-patronized professors.

STUDENTS BOYCOTT CLASSES--According to a news report, students of the 
General Theological College in Seoul have collectively refused to attend 
classes, protesting the corruption of school authorities. The struggle 

of the students refusing to attend classes--which started on 12 March--has 
continued for 17 days as of 28 March. More than 1,200 students of this 
college, denouncing the school authorities for profiteering from the huge 
sum of money they have collected from the students as tuition and as 
boarding fees, demanded the immediate dismissal of the dean of the college 
and the school's board of directors, who are responsible for this 
irregularity. Enraged at the attempt of the school authorities to ignore 
this just demand under the protection of the authorities, the studente 
staged a violent struggle [pokyok tujeng] on 27 March. Some of the students 
present at the school on that day destroyed three cars owned by the dean 
of the college and by the school's board of directors. They also broke 
the windows of school buildings. The news report said that, giving in to 
the students’ tenacious spirit, the dean of the college has expressed his 
intention to resign.

"KOREA TIMES' COMMENTS ON DENATIONALIZATION OF OIL SUPPLY

{[Editorial: "Private Oil Supply") 


[Text] It seems about time for this country to think of the private 
management of the oil-supply business, enabling qualified industrial 
organizations to participate positively in securing energy resources 
from overseas markets in an effective and economical wiy. 


The government authorities appear to be weighing closely the possibility 
of making a shift to this effect in new measures to secure necessary 
energy resources from now on. 


This is to cope with the complicated and precarious market situation of 
oil resources, where there is no uniformity in oil price policy among 
oil-producing countries these days. 


We have to observe keenly an ever~subtle development in the interna*ional 
oll market, accompanying a highly speculative trend in oil transactions. 


The related authorities are urged to try hard to adapt themselves to 
the changing situation cropping up among oil dealers. 


Under such circumstances, the related government authorities may have to 
seek a drastic change in oil-supply administration, in which qualified 
private business concerns will be recommended to participate in purchasing 
energy resources directly from oil-producing countries, thus giving up the 
conventional way of business negotiations by the government with oil 
exporters. 


In other words, the government authorities are to make oil-importing 
business directly in a private business function, so that our industrialists 
may compete in guaranteeing the necessary oil stocks at home at reasonable 
prices. 


The related government authorities have gone al) out for oil imports thus 
far through intergovernmental negotiations, yet still face difficulties 
in securing the necessary oil stocks, with oil-producing countries having 
avoided making long-term oil supply contacts.

Accordingly, the government has not been able to guarantee a stable oil 
supply for domestic demand in terms of prices and stocks at home. 


In view of the complicated process of business negotiations for oil 
imports, we are not opposed in principle to the government move to place 
the oill-supply business in the hands of competitive private businesses. 


The question seems to be the business guidelines to be set by the govern- 
ment authorities for private business firme to participate in oil imports, 
with the related authorities to impose strict standards for qualified 
industialists and business conditions. 


Since enormous profits are involved in the oil-supply business, it is 
needless to say that the related authorities should conduct fair screening 
of the qualified industrialists. 


We welcome the denationalization of oil-supply business at this juncture. 
Yet, we are reminded of the fact that private business firms which partici- 
pate in it should be successful in securing the necessary oil stocks at 
reasonable prices, despite the fluctuating oil market situation. 


Unless this is done, the national economy will face an unprecedented 
ordeal, with a shortage of oil resources as well as an oil-price crisis 
to give a fatal blow to national economy itself. 


For this reason, the related authorities are asked to work out detailed 
business standards prior to the introduction of the new oil-supply business 
to be controlled by private circles. 


Due business profits should understandably be guaranteed to private 
industrialists for oil supply business. 


Nevertheless, these business people should be armed with a sense of 
devotion to cheir oil-supply business, which is immediately dominant in 
a stable national economy.

ENERGY SPENDING--Mining and manufacturing companies in the country use 

more than double the energy consumed in producing $1,000 worth of products 
than in France and West Germany. The energy consumption of Korean companies 
was more than 20 percent above that of the United States, Japan, Britain, 
and Italy. This was revealed in figures made available by the Energy- 
Resources Ministry yesterday. As of the end of 1978, Korean firms used 
L,590 kg of industrial energy on average to produce $1,000 worth of goods, 
the figures said. The energy consumption was compared with 546 kg in West 
Germany, 646 kg in France, 1,072 kg in the United States, 1,103 kg in Japan, 
1,193 kg in Britain, and 1,073 in ttaly.

WAGE INCREASES--Negotiations on wage raises are going on between labor and 
management nowadays. The average wage increase is likely to be in the 
neighborhood of an annual 20 percent level through negotiations between the 
two sides, according to the Korea Employers Association yesterday. The 

wage raises asked by the labor reached 55.9 percent and 52.4 percent annually, 
in 1978 and 1979, respectively. However, the raises were actually 29.7 
percent and 26.8 percent, respectively, in the two years. This indicates 
that wage raises have been half the level asked by labor, the association 
pointed out. Labor asked for a 49.2 percent increase this year except for 
the trade unions of textile and chemical industries, and of longshoremen. 

The retreat in the request for high wage increases this year indicates that 
they are aware of the impact of business stagnation on the overall industrial 
picture and their decision to secure at least the same level of living 
standard as last year's that has been discouraged by inflation. Decisions 

On wages have been made chiefly based on the financial positions of employers 
rather than requests from labor, according to the association. In light of 
the acute business slowdown and the projected low growth of various indus- 
tries, the wage raise level is likely to be determined at an annual 20 per- 
cent level, the association added.

COLOR TV BROADCASTS--Seoul, March 26 (HAPTONG)--Minister of Culture and 
Information Yi Kyuehyon said today in order to foster the nations 
electronic industry, there was a need to reexamine ways to assimilate 
colour TV sets, hinting at the possibility of running colour television 
broadcasts in the near future, Pointing out that the competition for 
the sale of heavy chemical industrial products has already become very 
severe in the international market, Minister Yi said time seems to have 
come for the nation to turn its eye to the electronic industry which 
will enjoy great market potentials. A slowdown [in] the electronic 
industry is causing unemployment problems for university graduates with 
degrees on electronics, he added, Estimating the total number of black 
and white television sete in the country at six million, about two-thirds 
of them supplied during the last two years, Minister Yi said he foresaw 
some problems in switching to the color television with haste. But he 
hoped that a gradual switch from the black and white to the colour tele- 
vision set would somewhat ease the problem, he added.

ROK OFFICIALS HOLD OPTIMISTIC VIEWS ON EXPORTS

[Text] Seoul March 29 HAPDONG-KYODO--South Korea's merchandise exports 
this year will surpass by some dollar 500 to 700 million the year's export 
goal set at dollar 17 billion, government officials predicted Saturday, 


The officials based their optimistic views on the fact that the nation's 
export shipments have sharply expanded in the wake of the Jan, 12 devalua- 
tion of the Korean currency. 


Moreover, the declining import scales of advanced nations were not 80 con- 
spicuous as originally expected, the officials pointed out. 


The nation's exports as of March 20 amounted to dollar 3,003.8 million, 
showing a rise of 22.4 per cent over the like period hast year, the offi- 
cials said, 


The increase reflected a gain of 4 per cent over the 1979 annual expansica 
rate of 18.4 per cent and also a rise of 9,5 percent over this year's 
planned increase rate of 12.9 per cent, they said. 


As of the same date, the nation's imports reached dollar 4,525 million, 
up 22 per cent from the comparable period a year earlier, they disclosed, 


The nation's import scale this year will amount dollar 23 billion, some 
dollar 500 million more than originally estimated by the government, they 
said, 


Therefore, there will be no drastic changes in the nation's visible trade 
deficit this year, they said. 


Largely because of an additional financial burden caused by the rising 
international interest rates, however, the nation is expected to suffer a 
deficit of some dollar 200 to 300 million in its invisible trade this year, 
as against a surplus of dollar 300 million earlier estimated by the govern-

POWER INDUSTRY INVESTMENT--Pyongyang, April 14--The investment in power 
industry this year will be 2.3 times that last year in Korea. This year, 
the construction of large-scale hydraulic power stations including the 
Taedonggang power station now underway will be accelerated and the construc- 
tion of the Lknamgang power station will begin and a large number of medium- 
and small-scale ones will be built in all parts of the country. Now a 
massive drive is afoot to build dykes across rivers and construct hydraulic 
power stations in accordance with the policy put forward at the 19th 

plenary meeting of the Fifth Central Committee of the Workers' Party of 
Korea held in December 1979. Now tens of more medium- and small-scale 

power stations than had been planned are under construction. These power 
stations will be completed before the 6th congress of the Workers' Party

The administrative units of North Korea are divided into provinces (cities 
under direct administration) and counties and cities (districts). Counties 
and cities (districts) are further subdivided into tongs and ris (workers' 
settlements). (For details see No 53 of this journal.) Among these units, 
workers’ settlements are places where workers are clustered in great num- 
bers to form towns and villages. Thus, there are many workers' settlements 
in coal mining and mining villages that abound in the mountain and forest 
regions. Exceptional cases include those workerse' districts established 

at a town where the up (the administrative capital of a county) has moved 
to another place or at a mountain village where a plant has been built. 


The following table is a list of workers’ districts in North Korea compiled 
as of October 1979 on the basis of surveys conducted by this institute. To 
every degree possible the list sought the names of those enterprises and 
plants established because of the establishment of workers' districts but 
there are many unclear points. What is unclear among them are those dis- 
tricts about which North Korean authorities, for military reasons, have not 
revealed reasons for their establishment as workers' settlements.

DPRK RELATIONS WITH PRC, USSR CALLED AGGRAVATED 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 66, Dec 79 pp 5-13 


(Text] 1. North Korea Faced With the PRC-USSR Confrontation--Aggravated 
Tri-State Relations 


North Korea, which was founded under the East-West cold 
war structure of the post-World War II period, has changed 
the direction of its foreign policy because of the painful 
experiences caused by the Sino-Russian confrontation of the 
1970's, by emphasizing chuche ideology, it shifted from 
being completely pro-USSR-PRC policy to the direction of 
the Third World diplomacy, the non-alliance movement, and 
to seeking economic contact with the West. However, the 
recent developments in the international situation sur- 
rounding North Korea are showing the most drastic changes 
ever witnessed before: the Sino-Russian confrontation, 

the establishment of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and the PRC as well as between Japan and the 
PRC, the Sino-Vietnam War, the Vietnam-Cambodian disputes, 
and the USSR's shifting emphasis onto the Far East (the 
recent establishment of a new ministry in charge of con- 
struction of the Far East and the Trans-Baykal. Confronted 
with the 80's in which these changes are predicted to be- 
come even greater, how is North Korea trying to face future 
deve lopments? 


After paying close attention to the PRC's and the USSR's moves toward North 
Korea, and in particular, gathering information derived from the PRC, USSR 
and North Korea, this institute has recently drawn a conclusion that a great 
change that is worthy of attention is occurring in the relations between 
North Korea and the USSR, as well as those between North Korea and the PRC. 
The cause of this great change is due to its economic problems, and it can be 
said that political issues are being brought to the fore because of those 
economic issues. 


Thus, in this article, attempts are made to trace the shifts that have occur- 
red due to economic issues through information which came out of the official 
press agencies of these three countries. In particular, [part] (1) deals with 
the PRC; (2), with conspicuous changes in the relations with the USSR, and 
(3), the moves connected with these areas. 
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(1) The PRC's Move 


Until now the PRC has never revealed through its official news agencies 
what kind of aid or what it exports to North Korea. However, the NEW CHINA 
NEWS AGENCY [NCNA] delegation, which visited North Korea from 7-22 September 
at the Invitation from the KOREA CENTRAL NEWS AGENCY, toured factories and 
cooperative farms in P'yongyang, Hamhung and Wonsan and when it returned to 
China, RENMIN RIBAO in its 19 October issue carried an article signed by the 
NCNA delegation to North Korea entitled "The Fraternal Friendship Is Eternal. "+ 
The article revealed that the PRC not only gave “the anti-U.S.-Aid-to-Korea" 
support (by providing] the Chinese Volunteer Army during the Korean War, but 
it also gave economic aid to North Korea for the postwar 30-year reconstruc- 
tion of the country, including aid to oil refineries,@ the P'yongyang subway 
system, 2 the Ch'ongch'on River Thermopower Plant,* and the Hungnam Chemical 
Fertilizer Complex,’ etc. Two things that this institute paid special atten- 
tion to concerning this article are: (1) neither North Korea nor China has 
ever admitted the fact that the PRC gave aid to plants in North Korea, and 
this is the first time the Chinese have publicly announced through RENMIN 
RIBAO, an official news agency, that those Plgnts were given Chinese aid; 

(2) further, the article used the word “aid. The word "aid" became con- 
troversial at the time when the relations between North Korea and the PRC 
became aggravated. It is a word most detested by the Third World countries, 
including North Korea, and therefore, the PRC has never used the word "aid" 
before. And, in order to avoid the influences of oil strategies of the USSR 
and the PRC, North Korea constructed a USSR-aid-oil-refinery (the Sungni 
Chemical et on the eastern region and a PRC-aid-oil-refinery (the Ponghwa 
Chemical Plant) on the western region, and, in between, the petroleum chemi- 
cal plant, which was built solely by the aid of several Western nations, (the 
Youth Chemical Plant--urea fertilizer plant, paper mill, anylon plant, poly- 
ethelene plant, including the Ch'ongch'on River Thermopower Plant which pro- 
vides power sources to these plants). It has been regarded that the 
Ch'ongch'on River Thermopower Plant, which provides power to the Youth Chem- 
ical Plant, was a plant built with the aid of the West, but the PEOPLE's 
DAILY article cited above revealed for the first time that the thermopower 
plant was constructed with Chinese aid. 


The Youth Chemical Plant was originally scheduled to be completed during the 
period of the Six-Year Plan (1971-1976). One of the basic policies governing 
its construction was that the construction should be patterned after neither 
the USSR type nor the PRC type. Despite this policy, the fact that Chinese 
aid was given for the construction of this plant, North Korea violated the 
basic principle of keeping equidistance between the USSR and the PRC. Also, 
a cause of the delay in the construction of this plant was that North Korea 
was delinquent in paying its foreign loans. Furthermore, this was the first 
time that the PRC-made equipment was purchased--North Korea has always pur- 
chased either the UUSR-made or Western-made equipment for the construction 
of thermopower plants in North Korea, and it was not necessary for North 
Korea to purchase the PRC-made whose quality was inferior. Judging from 
these facts, the PRC aid for the construction of the Ch'ongch'on River Therm- 
power Plant was to a large extent politically oriented. 
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(2) The USSR's Moves 


A 23 November 79 RADLO MOSCOW broadcast and a 20 November 79 TASS dispatcn® 
reported that the Supreme Soviet Cadre Committee announced on 23 November 79 
the establishment of the Ministry of the Soviet Far East Trans-Baykal Local 
Construction? (note: a ministerial level for the entire USSR). It was made 
clear that the purpose +0 of establishing this new ginistry was to develop 
the Far East region. According to the RADIO PRESS** it was for the first 
time in the history of the USSR tnat a ministr, ‘n charge of a specific 
region, such as that of the Far East, Trans-Baykal, was established. When 
the new ministry was established the USSR made it clear that "the develop- 
ment of the Bastern region is the strategic policy of developing the economy 
of the USSR." 


Meanwhile, the USSR side has not referred specifically to the relations 
between this ministry and North Korea. However, as it has been pointed out 
by this institute: (1) North Korea, provided labor force for the development 
of the Far East region of the USSR; (2) foods, including fresh vegetables, 
are being supplied by North Korea to the Soviet people in the Far East and 
Siberia regions;13 and (3) an agreement providing the USSR with the right to 
use North Korean port of Najin was made in December 1978. These facts show 
that the relations between North Korea's North Hamgyong Province and the Far 
Eastern region of the USSR are becoming closer, and this enables us to sur- 
mise that the USSR is trying to affiliate North Korea into the USSR Far East 
economic bloc for the development of its far east region (north Korea is not 
presently a member of the COMECON but is an observer of the council). Thus, 
judging from these events, this institute postulates that whether North Korea 
likes it or not, the "power" of the USSR will extend even further to North 
Korea. 


(3) Others 





a. Until recently North Korea has never published in newspapers or in other 
media, remarks which recognized the aid from the PRC and the USSR nor pub- 
lished articles about it. 


Concerning yee Taedong River Battery plant, which was recently built in 
P'yongyang,*? however, the 30 May 1979 MOSCOW RADIO reported that "this plant 
was built with technical aid from the USSR, that its design was prepared by 
the USSR Central Electric Industry Research Institute, and that most of its 
equipment was USSR-made." Following this, the 17 July 1979 NODONG SINMUN 
revealed that “the payments for the cost of technology and equipment of this 
plant will be made by exporting some of the products of this plant to the 
USSR." Such a reporting as this by NODONG SINMUN about the USSR aid to North 
Korea was the first time in 20 years since 1960. This event is rather excep- 
tional in light of the fact that North Korea has been emphasizing since 1970 
keeping equal distance toward the PRC and the USSR and implementing the chuche 
ideology. This institute believes that this event was caused by the behind 
the scenes Soviet “power” rather than the free will of North Korea, as has 
been the case in the past. 
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b, With regard to the 15th session of the Economic and Scientific Technology 
Committee organized between the governments of North Korea and the USSR, 
which was held from 15 to 17 August 1979 in Moscow, KCNA reported on 20 Au- 
gusta TASS dispatch as follows: “The committee deliberated under the guide- 
lines of the Russo-Korean cooperation the current status of the fulfillment 
by both sides of the obligation set forth in regard to the expansion and 
construction of industrial plants and other establishments, the current 
status of the implementation of the 1979 barter-payment agreement, and the 
progress in the talks between the planning organs of North Korea and the 
USSR on DPRK-USSR economic and technological cooperation during the 198l- 
1985 period.” 


This report calls attention to the following two points: (1) Until this 
report, North Korea has never made public any agreement between North Korea 
and the USSR prior to the conclusion of the agreement; however, in this 
report, North Korea revealed that planning was under way for a long-term 
DPRK-USSR economic cooperation agreement. The practice of this kind on the 
part of North Korea has never existed before, as far as has been confirmed 
by this institute. (2) Also, it has been customary for North Korea not to 
reveal the detailed contents, but this time North Korea reported the details 
of the DPRK-USSR economic cooperation organs. 


c. From around June of this year, the number of news items about the USSR 

in the international column and items quoting the USSR reports in NODONG 
SINMUN has increased conspicuously.4© In particular, when we compare the 
month of August this year [1979] with that of last year [1978], the total 
number of days on which the news about the USSR were carried was 5 last year, 
while this year it was as many as 24. Furthermore, page 2 of the 13 November 
NODONG SINMUN reported that PRAVDA carried a NODONG SINMUN editorial. 


Meanwhile, regarding RENMIN RIBAO news articles about North Korea, the quan- 
tity of the articles has not changed; but, as stated above in (1) the number 
of news items revealing details of domestic conditions of North Korea--such 
details which North Korea has so far wished to conceal or has actually con- 
cealed--has been increasing gradually. 


From 1970 on, North Korea expanded diplomatic relations with the Third World 
nations and its contacts with those nations increased. Accordingly, most 

news items on page 6 of NODONG SINMUN are about these Third World countries, 
and relatively few of them are about the PRC or the USSR. Especially few are 
items about the USSR; the news about the USSR launching a satellite was a 
mere two- to three-line article reported only the fact of the launching. One 
may say that the above is a big shift. This institute holds a view that North 
Korea's diplomatic relations with the Third World have been somewhat waning 
since the 5th Non-alined Nation's Conference (1977, Colombo) and this big 
change is much related with this development. 


d. North Korea kept silence about the conclusion in September 1978 of the 
Sino-Japanese Peace and Friendship Treaty. However, when the normalization 
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of relations Letween the U. G. ana the PRC came, the 23 December 1975 NODONG 
SINMUN carried an article entitlea "The Normalization of Relations Between 
the U. &, and China Is a Reflection of the Trends of the Time," promptly 
expressing the view of welcoming tne establishment of relations between the 
J, S. and China. Also, North Korea which has avoided commenting on disputes 
between the Third World nations and between friendly nations in particular 
showed a posture of indirectly supporting China when, with the Vietnam- 
Kampuchea issue, President Kim ll-song sent a telegram to Premier Pol Pot on 
2/ December 1978 expressing support for Kampuchea; when Vietnam invaded 
Kampucnea North Korea criticized Vietnam in the 13 January 1979 NODONG 
SINMUN article entitled, "National Independence, Challenge to Socialism and 
Peace"; and in the 17 January NODONG SINMUN article, it criticized Vietnam 
with the use of an allegory, "Dominationism of a Relatively Small Nation." 
These facts point out that North Korea clearly showed the attitude of sup- 
porting Pol Pot and China and of opposing Vietnam and the USSR. Why is it 
then that North Korea dared to make such pro-China remarks?--remarks it did 
not necessarily have to make in principle, or should not have done so. Per- 
haps we need not go so far as to guess how the USSR feels about this. 


This institute takes the following view with regard to this: as long as 
confrontation continues between China and the USSR, any pro-China move means 
anti-USSR, and vice versa. This is a kind of dilemma. The equal distance 
diplomacy toward China and the USSR and the chuche ideology were brought 
about as a result of such a situation as this. The reason North Korea took 
the stance that it took as mentioned above from 1978 to early 1979 is that it 
must have faced some grave circumstances in which North Korea was compelled 
to change fundamentally its foreign policies toward China and the USSR during 
the period. 


Conclusion 


Taking into consideration that all those things stated above were revealed 
through official press agencies, this institute believe that they give some 
hints as to North Korea's move in the 1980's. That is to say, this institute 
has up to now viewed that North Korea took a pro-China attitude to deal with 
politics evenwhen Chairman Hua Guofeng visited Korea and a pro-USSR stance to 
deal with the economy, that this attitude would not change ror the time being, 
and that North Korea's pro-China stance taken in regard to the Kampuchean 
issue represents that kind of North Korean diplomatic stand. However, it must 
have been very regrettable for the USSR that North Korea changed its stand to 
support China concerning the Kampuchean issue even though one may say that 
North Korea's stance has been pro-China politically. It is seen that the 
USSR must have said something about this, and it is surmised that North Korea 
made some concession to the USSR. As a result of that concession, North 
Korea's political posture may have been turned to be out-and-out pro-USSR. 
Thus the Chinese side consequently expressed concern over the concession to 
the USSR, and the move mentioned in (1) [The PRC's Move] may have occurred. 
Such a rend as this clearly shows the [weak] constitution of North Korea as 

a state which may be easily influenced by the moves of neighboring big powers, 
such as + 2 and China. From the point of geopolitical location it may 


be an unavoiuable destiny (for North Korea]. 
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However, although one cannot make a hasty decision that the situation like 
this will lead immediately to either of the following two possibilities: 
one, like in the 1960's, in the face of a high tide of the Sino-Russien 
polemics, North Korea's position wil’ become weaker and, consequently, North 
Korea's independence will be lost and the domestic confusion and economic 
disruption of such types as experienced in the past will occur; or, two, 
North Korea will be able to get over difficulties by means of new policies 
and new systems. But, as mentioned thus far, because of the influences of 
the PRC and the USSR which have been becoming more and more conspicuous, the 
basic policy line of North Korea symbolized by the word "chuche,” now in a 
delicate shape, was coined through the lessons and taken in those days may 
disintegrate gradually hereafter, and may cause some changes in the very 
system which was built by President Kim Il-song. 


FOOTNOTES 


1. In the process of socialist construction, China and Korea supported each 
other and learned from each other. At the reception given to the Chinese 
People's Liberation Army's Friendship Visit Group which came to North 
Korea when the New China News Agency Delegation visited North Korea, 
President Kim Il-song said: “In the Korean War, we fought together to 
win. Not only during the war, but also after the war, the volunteer 
army gave us great help; and it rendered us tremendous assistance in the 
construction.” Nearly 30 years after the war China and Korea concluded 
the Friendly Cooperation and Mutual Assistance Treaty and an Agreement on 
Trade, Transportation, Scientific and Cultural Cooperation. China gave 
large amounts of loan and equipment of various kinds to North Korea; China 
sent its technicians to North Korea and let them work together with the 
Korean workers to promote construction. In particular, an oil refinery, 
the P'yongyang subway, and the Ch'ongch'on River Thermopower Plant were 
all constructed through China's assistance and they played an important 
role in the process of socialist construction of North Korea. When we 
visited the Hungnam Chemical Fertilizer Complex, a cadre of the enterprise 
told us: “This plant was built with Chinese aid; China provided equipment 
and sent technicians and workers." (Excerpted from "Fraternal Friendship 
Is Eternal.") 


2. This institute surmises that this refers to the Ponghwa Chemical Plant, 
the construction of which is now under way at Paengma-ri, Pihyon-kun, 
North P'yongan Province. (See p 35, No 45 and p 50, No 52 of KITA CHOSEN

3. It may already have been under construction in 1969 during the Cultural 
Revolution. The first phase construction was completed in 1973. Cars 
are of the same type as those of the USSR subways.

4. A 200,000 kw capacity thermopower-coal-burning plant which was built as a 
power source for the Youth Chemical Complex (Petroleum Chemical), which is 
under construction in the Anju District, South P'yongan Province. (See

Refers to the Youth Chemical Complex located at Anju District, South 
P'yongan Province. It is the largest petroleum chemical plant in North 
Korea. It seems that the Chinese named it the Hungnam Chemical Fertil- 
izer Combined Enterprise after the former place name of Namhung-ri, 
Pakch'on-gun, North P'yongan Province. (Revised KITA CHOSEN NO KOGYO

The region is surrounded by the following: to the 
west, there is Lake Baykal; approximately to the east, the confluence 

of the Shilka River and the argun River; to the south, the borders of 
Mongolia and China; and to the north, the North Baykal Plateau and the 
Biy Khem Plateau. It is not an administrative unit; it is a name just 
made out arbitrarily. (RP Soviet News, 24 Nov 79, No 776) Furthermore, 
the Far Eastern Army of the USSR established ‘the Za Baykal Military 
District’ whose jurisdiction extends from the east of the Lake Baykal to 
the Sino-Russian border area. 


1. The economic development of the eastern region of the USSR is being 
accelerated more and more and, accordingly, it became necessary to estab- 
lish a new ministry. The ministry is charged with the administration of 
the construction projects in the huge area between Lake Baykal and the 
Pacific coast. 


l. The development of the eastern region is part of the strategic plan 
of the economic development of the USSR. The western region, which 
occupies three-fourths of the industrial production of the USSR, has 
exhausted its material resources already. From now on, Siberia and the 
far eastern region will take upon themselves the increase in the produc- 
tion of such important products and raw materials as electricity, steel 
and nonferrous metals, petroleum and natural gas, coal, and cellulose. 


l. The new ministry will first of all be engaged in the industrial con- 
struction in the far eastern region, where hundreds of machine manufac- 
turing plants and metal processing plants are already in operation and in 
production of machine tools, ships, electrical engineering appliances, 
agricultural machines, and the means of automation and production control.

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1. Another duty of the new ministry is the construction of thermo- 
and hydropower generating plants in this region. The first important 
project to be undertaken is the construction of a power generating 
plant along the Bureya River. Furthermore, the scale of the construc- 
tion of the Wrangel' port, the largest seaport of the USSR in the Far 
East, must be expanded. 


l. However, the greatest emphasis of this ministry must be placed on 
the development of the areas along the 3,200 km long Baykal-Amur Rail- 
road (The Second Siberia Railroad). Large industrial complexes of coal 
mining, metal production, and lumber processing will be built in these 
areas. When the railroad construction is completed, the population 
will probably increase greatly. For this reason, it will probably be 
necessary for the new ministry to promote large-scale housing projects 
in this region (RP Soviet News, No 778, 27 Nov 79)

DPRK-JAPAN TRADE--Tokyo (By Correspondent Hong In-kun)--North Korea's trade 
with Japan had been sluggish since the global oil shock of 1973-74. 
However, two-tier trade had steadily increased since then. North Korea's 
imports from Japan marked a record high of 61.9 billion yen ($283,850,000) 
in 1979, whereas exports were recorded at 32.7 billion yen ($152,030,000), 
according to statistics compiled by Japan's Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry on 7 March. The figures represent an increase of 63 percent 
and 47 percent, respectively over those registered in the previous year. 
Imports of such base metals as alloy steel and iron ore showed a drastic 
rise, accounting for 13.9 percent of Pyongyang's total import volume. 

It is particularly noteworthy that the whopping increase in the importation 
of such imperfect metals may be tied to the North Korean military buildup.
